Co . came down the street. When the 


striken saw him they made a rush at 
him. and Lcrcburger wa* badly bcalen. 
before ho managed to escape from the, 
mob. 


The success of the attack uoon tbe 


first victim seems to have turned usually 
peaceful men Into a body of rioter*. 
They ran into Jonasscn'i S'.orc, tbc front 
doors being open and a few of the bolder 
ones seized Officer.Charlie Buttncr. and 
in a second be was receiving the same 
kind of blow* which fell upon Lcre 
burger. 
Wm. Wasner. a 
workman. 


Joseph Roedelbcimcr, a packer, and 
Bookkeeper Sills were the next to recciv* 
similar treatment to that accorded the 
other two. Two Italian" were then at 
tacked but they drew weapom* and the 
striker* fled. 


The mob njxt gathered around a cloak 


makd named Kunz. tic did not get 
away *o easily as tbc other men. When 
the police who had been notified came 
running down the street the strikers 
scattered, but they left -Kunz on tbe 
Bldewalk bleeding from half a.dozen *c 
verc cut* on bis bead. They must have 
kicked him, is his injuries were acriou*. 


All this time another detachment of 


striker* were busy two block* away. 
They were men who had been In tbe em- 
ploy of tt<* Mercantile Cloak company 
anrl they Rathered there Just a* they did 
in front of Meyer. Jon««*en i Co.'* and 
waited for »c»b workmen lo come along. 
They w<.rc .ewarded just befre 8 o'clock 
when they -surrounded two men. (.truck 
tbcm half a dozen lime* and then chased 
them up ttalr*. Tbe moo w«« then «cat- 
lercd by the police. While all thi* wa* 
going on an angir mob of striking 
cloak maker*, collected at tbe corner of 
Irvlncton and Eldredge itrcctB. deter- 
mined to obtain work or 'prevent 'the 
bosses from employing non-union men 
Samuel Villet. *, Pole, bad' about a score 
of men makiog.cloak* for him and be 
did not like tbe look* of the Mriker*. 
and accordingly be locked and banod 
bis door. About 11 30 o'clock, wbm the 
crowd wa* the largest. Villet and his 
employes were itartled by a crash. Tb«- 
linker* had broken opetr the door and a 
mob of aboul thirty, led by Abraham 
RoKBburg, rushed In upon them. 


When the men got Iniidc they de- 


manded that all hands »top work, and, 
meeting with no *uccr»i began ro 
threaten and intimidate Villet and the 
workmen. The striker* threw out of 
tbe window* tbe plu*h cloak* that were 
being mule.
